liaments and otherwayes,to comply with, and give way to, many things 
neerly concerning the undoubted Intereſt and Prerogative of the 
Crown, expecting that ſuch unparallel'd Condiſcentions ſhould have 
made His Subjects aſhamed of their former miſcariages , and the very 
thoughts thereof, to be hatcfull to them and their poſterity for 
ever. Yet, ſuch was the prevalency of the ſpirit of Rebellion that 
raged in many for the time, that not content of that * and happi- 
nels, which even above their defires , was ſecured to them; nor 
of thoſe many Grants of honour and profit, by which, His Majeſty en- 
deavoured to endear the moft deſperate ofthem to their duty — obe- 
dience , they then, when His M4jefty had not left unto them any pre - 
rence or ſhadow of any new deſire to be propoſed , either concerning 
themſelves or the Kingdom, did moſt unworthily Mees to ſubvert 
His Maj eſties Government , and the publick peace of the Kingdom of 
England : For which purpoſe, having joyned in a League with ſome 
there ,. they, forthe better proſecution of the ſame, did aſſume unto 
themſelves, the Royal Power, kept and held Parliaments at their plea» 
ſure; by the pretended Authority of which, they laid new exacti- 
ons upon the people (which in one moneth did far exceed what ever 
by the Kings Authority had been raiſed in a whole year)levied Armies, 
ſent out Edicts, requiring obedience unto their unlawfull demands; 
and with all manner of violence purſued ſuch as out of duty to His 
Majeſties Authority oppoſed them, by fines, confinements, impriſon« 

ment, 
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ment, baniſhment, death, and forfeiture of their poſterity; and. wich 
their Army thus raiſed, invaded His Majeſties Kingdom of England, 
and joyned with ſuch as were in Armes againſt His Majeſty there. And 
thus maintaining their uſurped power, and violently executing the 
ſame againſt all Law, Conſcience, Honour and Humanity, have made 
themſclves inſtruments of much loſs. ſhame and diſhonour to their na- 
tive Countrey, and have juſtly forfeited any favour they might have 


pretended to, from His cM ajeſties former conceſſions. And foraſmuch, 


as now it hath pleaſed Almighty G O D, by the power of His own 
right hand, ſo miraculouſly to reſtore the Kings Majeſty to the Go- 
vernment of His Kingdoms, and to the exerciſe of His Royal Power 
and Soveraignty over the ſame, The Eſtates of Parliament do conceive 
themſelves obliged , in diſcharge of their duty and conſcience to 
GOD and the Kings Majeſty, to imploy all their power and intereſt, 
for vindicating His Majeſties Authority from all theſe violent inva- 
fions that have been made upon it, and ſo far as is poſſible, to remove 
out of the way, every thing that may retain any remembrance of theſe 
things, which have been ſo injurious to His Majeſty and His Autho- 
rity, ſo prejudicial and diſhonourable to the Kingdom, and deſtructive 
to all juſt and true intereſts/ within the ſame. And conſidering , that 
beſides the unlawfulneſs of the public Actings during theſe troubles, 
moſt of the Acts in all and every of the Meetings of theſe pretended 
Parliaments , do highly incroach upon, and are deſtructive of that So- 
veraign Power, Authority, Prerogative and Right of G wernment, 
which by the Law of GOD and the ancient Laws and Conſtitutions 
of this Kingdom, doth reſide in, and belong unto, the Kings Majeſty, 
and do reflect much upon the honour , loyalty and 2 of 
this Kingdom, or ate expired, and ſerve only as teſtimonies of diſloyalty 
and reproach upon the Kingdom, and are unfit to be any longer upon 
Record. Therefore the Kings Majefty and Eſtates of Parliament, 
do hereby Reſcind and Annull the pretended Parliaments , kept in 
the years, one thouſand fix hundred and fourty , one thouſand fix hun- 
dred and fourty one, one thouſand fix hundred and fourty four, one 
thouſand fix hundred and tourty five , one thoufand fix hundred and 
fouity fix, one thouſand fix hundted and fourty ſeven. and one thouſand 
fix hundred ind fourty eight, and all Acts and Deeds paſt and done in 
them; and Declares the ſame to be henceforth void and null. And 
His 2 being unwilling to take any advantage of the failings of 
His Subjects during thoſe unhappy times, is teſolyed not to retain any 
remembrance thereof , but that the ſame ſhall be held in everlaſting 
oblivion , and that all difference and .animoſities being forgotten, 
Hi good Subjects may ina happy union, under His Royal Govern- 
ment; enjoy that happineſs and peace, which His Majeſty intends, and 
really wiſheth unto them as unto Himſelf, Doth therefore by advice 
and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, grant His full Aſſurance and 
Indempnity to all perſons that acted in, or by vertue of the ſaid pre- 
tended Parliaments and other Meetings flowing from the ſame, to be 
unqueſtioned in their Lives or Fortunes, for any Deed ot Deeds done 
by them in their ſaid uſurpation, or by vertue of any pretended — 
| ri 
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riry derided therefrom, excepting alwayes, ſuchas ſhall be ted 
in a general Act of Indempnity, to be paſt by His Mjeffy in this Par- 
liament, And it is hereby Declared , That all Acts, Rights and Se- 
curities, paſt in any of the pretended Meetings above written, or by 
vertue thereof, in favours of any particular perſons, for their civil and 

rivate intereſts, ſhall ſtand good and valid unto them, untill the ſame

in the night; or in caſe of Homicide the time of maſterfull Depredati- 
on, or in the purſute of denounced or declared Rebels for Capi 
Crimes, or of ſuch who aſſiſt and defend the Rebels and maſterfull De- 
predators by Armes, and by force oppoſe the purſute and apprehen- 
ding of them, which ſhall happen to fall out in time coming, nor any 
of them, ſhall not be puniſhed by death: And that notwithſtanding of 
any Laws or Acts of Parliament, or any practick made heretofore or 
obſerved in puniſhing of —— the Manſlayer, in any of the 
caſes aforeſaid, be aſſoillied from any Criminal purſute purſued againſt 
him for his life, for the aid Slaughter, before any Judge Criminal 
within this Kingdom.

And who ſhall refuſe to accept the Charge , and not to give his 
Oath for dutifull execution thereof, ſhall be impriſoned, and fined

Every Conſtable, in their reſpective Paroches, ſhall arreſt all Idle 
perſons, whom they know to have no means to live upon, and will 
not betake themſelves to any Labour, Trade or Occupation; and ſhall 
carry them before ſome Juſtices of Peace, who after examination ſhall 
either commit them to Priſon, ot take Surety of them for their 
appearance at the next Quarter Seſſion. > ys 
All Conſtables, in their teſpective Paroches, ſhall apprehend every

Ur Soveraign Lord, conſidering the beſt and readieſt 
means for improving the benefit and advantages 
which properly belong unto Him, by the Fiſhes 
which are, or may be, taken within the Seas, Chau- 
nels, Firths and Lochs, adjacent aud ſurrounding 
this His ancient Kingdom. And perceiving the 
ſame may be of great advantage many wayes, e- 

iſgpecially in that the ſaid Trade will not only, be a 

Nurſery for Sea- fareing men, and a ſpeedy occaſion of building Ships 

for His Majeſties and His Subjects uſe, both in Peace and War; But 

likewiſe will ſer may poor and idle perſons a work, and furniſh the 
materials of a great native Export, for the continual enriching of His 
Majeſties Kingdoms, by a ſure foundation of Trade and Commerce. 

For which ends, and that the ſaid Trade of Fiſhing may be the more 

effeQually advanced and promoved within this His Maje#ies ancient 

Kingdom, His Sacred M«jeſty , with conſent of His Eſtates now con · 

veened in this preſent Parliament, hath ErcQed, and by the; tenour 
hereof, Erects, Creats and Eſtabliſhes, particular Societies and Com- 

- paniesof His Majeſties own free born naturalized Inhabitants in Scor- 

land; and of all others who ſhall be taken and inrolled in any of the ſame 

Companies and Societies, and admitted to the priviledges there- 

of , and ſhall enter themſelves in the ſaids Societies within: any 

Shire or Burgh of the ſaid Kingdom, one or moe, betwixt and the 

S as the firſt modern Societies 
and Companies to the effect after · ſpeciſied, Conſtituting and Cre- 
ating ſuch perſons who ſhall enter themſelves, and their ſucceſſors, 
in a Body and Incorporation politick, to exerce the Trade under- 
written. . And Ordains that none be excepted therein, except hs 
who ſhall enter the ſum-of five hundred merks Scots, at leaſt, of 

Stock, in the ſaid Society. And Wills and Grants, that whoſoever 

are of the foreſaid Societies or Companies to be Conſtitute, their 

Heirs or Aſſignees, ſhall enjoy the yearly benefit of the Stock to be 

given by them, in all time aſter the in · giving thereof; but to have ng 

power to uplift the Stock conſent of the Company ot 

Council therof after · ſpecified, ing, Iikeats, His 


Channels, Firths, Rivers, Floods, Lakes and Lochs 
Maj eſties (aid ancient Kingdom of Scotland, and Iles thereunto 
Jonging, whereſoever Herring and V Vhite-fiſh are, or may be taken, 
to bring in and disburthen'the (aids Herring and other Vee: 
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Fiſhes, to all and ſundry Ports, Harbours, Shoars z and to lay the 
ſame onthe Land, and to pickle them with Salt, and to dry, and load 
the ſame in Barrels and Puncheons; and for conſervation of the ſaids 
Hetring and Fiſhes, to build Houſes and little Cottages, and other 
things neceſſary for the uſe of the ſaid Fiſning· trade, in whatſoever 
places ſhall be convenient, upon the t of the allowance under. 
written, unto the Lord or Maſter of the ground; or otherwiſe, to 
ſell, uſe and diſpoſe upon the ſaids Hertings and other Fiſhes, to the 
Inhabitants, or to keep and conſerve the ſame in their Ships and 
Boats , and to make and prepare them therein, and to carry and tranſ- 
port the ſame to Forraign parts beyond Seas, in Ships and other 
Veſſels belonging to them, or His At ajeſties other Subjects; and to 
ſell, uſe and diſpoſe thereupon, to ſuch who ſhall be in friendſhipand 
amity with His Majeſty and His Succeſſors. With power alſo to the 
ſaids Companies and Societies reſpectiue, to elect and make choice of 
ſuch of their own number as they ſhall think fit, for making and frame- 
ing of Laws, Statutes and Rules, for the right ting, mannaging 
and carrying on of the {aid Trade of Fiſhing (the ſaids Laws bei 
alwayes approvenand allowed by the il of Trade) and to — 
— 2 accordingly. And that none be admitted to be Councel- 
lors of the ſaids Societies, except ſuch who ſhall enter of Stock the ſum 
of one thouſarid merks money foreſaid, and that they be Scota. men, 
or naturalized Strangers, and Reſidenters within the ſaid Kingdom And 
to the which Council, fo to be Nominate and Conſtitute, the ſaid 
Companies reſpective ſhall ſubmit,” and to all their Acts, Statutes and 
Rules, eſpecially, but prejudice-of the generality forcſaid , to the par- 
ticular _— 2 — ; —— » That none after the 
erecting and ſetling ai pany or Society; may enter or 
— but by conſent of the Company or the Council thereof, after 
the ſaid day of next, except they be appointed to 
be 1nrolled and taken in by the Council of Trade, to whom any per- 
ſon, in caſe of excluſion, may make his addreſs. Secondly , That 
the return from Forreign places upon this Stock, may be all ſold in free 
Burghs and to free Burgeſſes within this Kingdom, by the ſaids Com- 
panies or any of them or their Factors, without any previous offer to 
the Burgh ; providing they do not retail by ſelling leſs quantities nor 
five Tunof Wine, or the equivalent in value in other Commodities; 
and if the Import and Return ſhall be of leſs quantities, then and in 
that caſe theſe Commodities ſhall only be ſold in whole ſale, with- 
out any retail whatſoever. Thirdly, That ne Herring or White-fiſh 
taken by Scota- men in the ſaid Kingdom or Iſles thereunto belonging, 
be ſold; freſh or ſalt, to any but to Natives, _ by the Companies 
reſpeFve : And that no Stranger unnaturalized , ſhall have liberty 
to makeand prepare-Herrings or White-fiſh upon the Land , or to 
_ Booths for that effect, under the —_ confiſcation of what 
Wl be ſeized upon, and the double thereofto be exacted of the Seller, 
except they be free of one of the Companies foreſaid. With power 
alſo to the ſaid Council, to uſe and have a Seal and Gage for ilk 
Company reſpedtive, where with all their Barrels or Punchcons my

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be marked, and that ilk Barrel of green fiſh contain twelve gallons» 
which is to be the ordinar Gage betwixt Buyer and Seller. And 
alſo to make uſe of, and imploy, all and ſuadry Tolbooths and Warding- 
houſes, where neceſſity requires, for holding of Courts, warding 
or puniſhing of Tranſgreſſors, the Burghs being alwayes free of 
the charges of the Priſoners 3 and further, to depure ſuch of their 
number as they think fit, concerning all buſineſſes and affairs, and to 
cognoſce and determine in all queſtions and debates relating to the 
aid Trade of Fiſhing 3 and to cauſe execute ſuch Decreets and Sen- 
tences as ſhall be pronounced thereupon : And for that effect, to make 
choice of Officers and Servants, and to adminiſter O aths to them, and

Holland Nets, imported. for the Trade of Fiſhing foreſaid, by the 
foreſaids Companies reſpectivè, is, and ſhall be, free of any Cuſtome 
or other Impoſition whatſoever; and that the Herring and White- 
fiſh taken, made and prepared therewith, are and ſhall be free of any 
manner of Tax ation or burden in the exportation of the (ame. And 
alſo, that all Strangers Fiſhers who-ſhall repair to this His Atajeſties 
ancient Kingdom, and will come and make their refidence within the 
ſame, ſhall be naturalized by His Majeſty, upon the deſite and applica- 
tion of any of the ſaids Councils, and ſhall be entred Burgeſſes in any 
City where they ſhall re ſide, and ſhall be freed of all manner of tax.

hired by them, in all time hereafter. And alſo, Exoners and Dif- 
charges the Exciſe Herring due to His 2 ajeſty (except the Herring 
of Dumbar ) fox all the dayes, ſpace, years and terms of nine years, next 
after the date hereof, And in like-manner;. His Majefty Declares, 
That all Ale, Bear, Strongwaters, and other proyiſionsforout-recking 
of any Veſſel for the ſaids Fiſhings of the ſaid Companies, i, and ſhall 
be, free of all manner of Impoſitions wharſvever, Commanding here- 
by the Lords and Maſters of the ground, in all places tfirough the aid 
Kingdom where there is Loch or other Fiſhings, not only to protect, 
maintain and defend the ſaid Company and Society, and all Mafters 
of Ships, Fiſhers and others whatſoever, going about the ſaid Trade, 
and belonging to the reſpective Companies of Fiſhing, from all harm, 
trouble or dammage whatſoever , or elſe to ſatisfie and refound their 
lols and dammage which they ſhall ſuſtain upon their Land; but al- 
ſo that they, nor none of them, preſume nor take upon hand, to exact 
L oc 
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or levy, any more from the ſaids Fiſhers, Merchants, ot their Servants, 
belonging to the ſaids Companies, for Ground · leave, but only twelve 
ſhillings Scots for every Laſt; and that in full ſatisfaction of the Satur- 
dayes fiſhing , or any manner of Dues whatſoever. And for the 
greater incouragement of Merchant-fiſhers , Maſters of Ships and other 
Veſſels, and their Servants, to attend the ſaid Trade of Fiſhing ; His 
Majeſty, by His — Authority * N Royal, not on- 
ly by theſe preſents Declares the Ships, Boats and other Veſſels, with 
their Furniture, proyided for, and in exerciſe of, the ſaid Trade of Fiſh» 
ing, no wayes to be Arreſtable by any Creditor, but that the ſame, and 
thoſe that ſhall ſerve therein, all not be Preſſed to any publick ſcr- 
vice, without His Majeſties particular Command. And that the Fiſhers, 
Maſters and Servants, in the ſaids Veſſels, and makers of Herring and 
Whire- fiſh , during the whole time of the ſaid Fiſhing, and their im- 
ployment therein, ſhall be free from all Actions, and no wayes con- 
veenable before any judge or Judicatory whatſoever , for any cauſe ot 
cauſes Civil, which may be intended againff them; But alſo by the 
tenour hereof Declares „the faids Fiſhers , Maſters and their Servants 
above-written , ſhall be free of all Captions, Arreſtments or other At- 
tachments on their perſons, or againſt their Materials and Inftru- 
ments of Fiſhing, during the time and ſeaſon of Fiſhing ,' they bei 
actually ſerving therein allanerly.. And further, that none who ſh; 
be upon the Council, or any of tbe Societies or Trade foreſaid , ſhall 
be lyable to Seſs, Stentsor Taxations, for what Stock they have 
entered, or ſhall enter in the aids Companies or Societies reſpectivd, 
or for the benefit and profit 2 in time coming. And 
it is hereby Declared , that it ſhall be licent to any of the Council or 
Societies of the ſaid Trade of Fiſhing reſpectivè, for the good thereof, 
to dwell and refide in any part or place of this ſaid Kingdom, albcit 
they be Burgeſſes in any Burgh Royal, and not thereby loſe their free- 
dom, notwithſtanding of any AR or Acts in the contrair. And in 
like-maner it is hereby Declared , that no perſon or perſons ſhall have 
liberty to export Herring or Fiſh, nor uſe or have the Priviledges, 
Liberties and Immunities above- written, but thoſe that ſhall enter 
themſelves , and be free in one or other of the ſalds Companies and 

Societies. And finally, It is hereby Statute and Ordained , that thoſe 


in the ſeveral Shires and Burghs of this Ki „ who ſhall enter in 
the (aids Companies and Societies m to the tenour of this 
preſent Act, ſhall give an account thereof to the Parliament, or His

other publick Dues; and that all Cloath , Stuffs , Stockings, or

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for erecting or entertaining of any ManufaQuries of any kind, the 
fame is to be free of all publick and private Taxes whatſoever. Likeas 
all Cuſtomers, Collectors, Farmerers of Cuſtoms or Exciſe, and 
others, are hereby Diſcharged to demand any Cuſtom, Exciſe, or any 
other Impoſition whatſoever, for ſuch Materials before mentioned and 
belonging to Manufacturies, as they will be anſwerable. And inte- 
gard. of the great prejudice to the Kingdoms by Ex portation of Wool, 
and Skins with Wool upon them, and of other Native Commodities 
and Materials fit for Manufacturies; Therefote His Majeſty , with 
advice forefaid, Noth hereby Diſcharge all and every perſon whatſo- 
ever, Native or Stranger, to Export out of this Kingdom any Wool, 
or Skins with Woalupon them, dr Skins of any kind, or any Materials 
uſcfull for Manulacturies, until they be mie in work, or put to the 
beſt avail for the good of the 9 ; Certifying ſuch as do in the 
contrair, they ſhall fotfeit ſuch.

Ur Soveraign Lord, conſidering how many laud able 
© - Laws have been made, by His Majeſſies Royal Pro- 
genitors, for Parking and Incloſing of Ground, and 
Plant ing of Wood, and for preſerving of the ſame; 
and finding the great prejudice hath followed upon 
| the not due obſervance of ſo notable and neceſſar 
Laws. And how expedient, fit and neceſſar it will be, for the 
good of this His Maj eſties ancient Kingdom, eſpecially for Shipping 
and Building, that Timber be Planted, and how advantagious it is for 
the incteaſe of Corns and Cattell, and the ſowing of Lint and Hemp for 
Manu facturies, that Parking and Incloſings be made. Doth therefore 
with advice and conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Revive the ninth 
Act of the fourth Parliament of King James the firſt, of bleſſed memory, 
Entituled, n AG for Planting of Woods , Forreſts and Orchards, 
and all other Acts made for that effect, by His Majeſty or any other 
His Royal Predeceſſors; and Ordains the fame to be put to execution 
in time coming, conform to the Tenor thereof, in all points; with this 
addition. Likeas, His Majefty , with advice ot His ſaids Eſtates of 
Parliament, Doth hereby Statute and Ordain, that every Heritor, 
Liferenter and Wodſetter (according to the qualifications under- 
written) within His ſaid ancient Kingdom of Scotland, worth one 
thouſand pounds of yearly valued Rent, ſhall incloſe four Aikers of 
Land yearly at leaſt, and Plant the fame about with Trees of Oak, 
Elme, Aſh, Plain, Sauch or other Timber, at three yards diſtance. 
And that all other Heritors of greater or leſſe Rent, nor the ſaid ſum 
of one thouſand: pounds money foreſaid, do Plant, Incloſe and Ditch 
yearly , moe or fewer Ackers, according to their reſpeQive Rents, for 
the ſpace of ten years next enſuing ; and that of ſuch Lands as the 
Heritors ſhall think moſt fit for Planting'and capable for Incloſing, to 
be alſo Planted, Ditched or Incloſed in manner foreſaid; and that the 
ſaids Heritors begin to Plant, Ditch and Incloſe the ſaid ground, at the 
feaſt of Michacimeſs next to come, and uphold the ſame in time 
coming. And for the further incouragement of the ſaids Heritors, 
Wodletters and Literenters, to go about the ready obſervance of the 
ſaid Act, liberty and power is granted to them, at the ſight of the 
Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords of Regalities, Barrons, and Juſtices of Peace, in 
their 
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their reſpective bounds , to caſt about the High wayes to their conve- 
niency, providing they do not remove them above two hundred ells 
upon their whole ground; Excepting alwayes herefrom, Burrough and 
incorporate Akers , which are no wayes to be Parked or Incloſed, 
unleſie the Heritors thereof ſhall think it meet and ent. And 
where there are Liferenters upon Lands, It is hereby ared, that 
the ſame ſhall be done upon the — charges and expences ofthe 
Liferenter and Heritor. And in caſe of Proper Wodſets, It is alſo 
hereby ſpecially Declared, that the ſame ſhall be done by the Wod- 
ſetter, and the charges thereof isand ſhall be added to the reverſion, 
and no wayes redeemable, while they make paiment thereof; as well as 
of the ſuis for which the Lands are Wodfet. And for the better incou- 
ragement of Heritors, and for preſerving of the ſaid Planting and 
Incloſures , It is Statute and Ordained , that whoſgever ſhall cut or 
break any of the ſaids Trees, (not being the Hetirors themſelves ) 
ſhall pay ,unto the Heritors or perſons wronged , twenty pounds for 

every Tree; or if he be not able to pay the ſaid twenty pounds, it 
ſhall be in the power of the party thereby wronged, to make him work 
ſix weeks, giving him meat and drinkallanerly. And further it is 
Ordained, that whoſoever ſhall break down the Hedges or Dikes of 
the ſaids Parks or. Incloſures, orbe found within the ſame ; being a 
ſtranger, ſhall be holden and repute a breaker down thereof;and 2 
pounds for every fault; or if he be not able to pay the ſaid five pounds, 
to work ten dayes to the owner of the ſaids grounds, for meat and 
drink as ſaid is, And for the greater incouragement of all perſons, who 
ſhall be vertuouſly inclined, to Ditch, Incloſe or Planttheir ground, 
in manner foreſaid, His Majeſty, with conſent above ſpecified, hath 
Declated,and by — 5 Ft Declares, ſuch parts and portions of their 
ſaid ground, as ſhall be ſo Inclofed and Platited, to be free of all man- 
net of Land-ſtents, Taxations or Impoſitions, of whatſoever nature, 
or Quarterings of Horſe in the ſaids Incloſures, for the ſpace of nineteen 
ears, next after the date heteof; and that at the proportioning of the 
aids burthens, the lame Incloſures ſhall be exempted and made free 
thereof accordingly. And alſo for the better ing of the ſaids 
Incloſures, and of the Trees and Planting to be ſet about theſame, 
It is Statute and Ordained, that ilk Heritor, Tennant and Cottar, 
keep their Cattell and Goods, out of theirneighbours Incloſures at all 
times, that their Trees, Planting and Ditching, be no wiſe damnified 
or prejudged, under the penalty of five pounds for ilk contravention, 
toties quoties, to be paid to the Party damnified.
